The rise of Japan to 
the position of a first clags power has 
awakened Australia to the fact that 
the stretches of sea which protect hor 
from any European enemy with which 
Creat Britain might be at war are no 
anferuard against the possible Eastern 
enemy. All the grout capital cities of 
‘Australin are situated on the sea-hoard 
and the argument that is chiefly ad- 
vanced as a justification for ostabligh- 
ing a local defence ficet is the likeli- 
hood of one or {Wo ‘predatory cruisers 
of the enemy slipping past the British 
Aect and bombarding these citivs. Tt 
ix also pointed out that strategic rea- 
syns anight, frm an Imperial stand- 
puint, justify the withdrawal of the 
British auxiliary equadron, which the 
Commonwealth subsidizes, from Aus- 
tralian waters in which event the court 
would be defenceless except for the 
forte which de not amount to much. 
With a stall but officient Neet of 
destroyers and torpedo-lnate to he 
retained in home waters it is thuught 
that the auxiliary squadron would be 
freed from ull anxiety on behalf of the 
coust towns and would be cnabled to 
fare farther afield in ordor to junction 
with the Far Eastern aquadron. These 


arguments aro undoubtedly specious 


but they will not bear anolysis. In 
the first place a dofenco fleet which 
could effeotively patrol the gigantic 
const line of Auetralia would require 
an expenditure which would ko entirely 
boyond the finances of the Common- 
wealth. Tho const towns ere in come 
linstances botween 2000 and 3000 milos 
apart, 60 it is evident that at. cach a 
soparate ficet woald have to bo main- 
tained. Anothor sud o fatal obstacle 
is tho lock of mon. Practically spenk- 
ing there ie no- fishing industry in 
Australia.

Strife in Cuba. 


San Faanowco, Saptember 18. 
A terrible explosion han taken place 
atone of the buildings of the principal 
ammanition mag-zine st Havana. The 
building was destroyéd and four sontries 
wore killed. Sovoral houses in the vicinity 
were also damaged. A number of penple 
who were in the street outside the maga- 
zine were killed or injured. Fires broke 
ont in aovera! places 8s 6 consequence of 
the explosion but were got ander by great 
efforts on the part of tbe fire brigade and 
members of the public, Burning fragments 
of the magazine were blown to a distant 
part of the city, where they also ceused 
s.emall fire. Tho loss is estimated st 
$500,000. It ie romoured that thé oxplo- 
aion was the work of sympathizers with 
the inaurgents, the intostien being to 
destroy the antire enpply of emmynition 
in the city. 
San Fuincrave, Septombor 2! 
General Funston hae been invtructe | to 
procoed immediately to Havana. The Was 
hington Government is asrembling troops 
and ammunition at Tampa for tho expedi- 
tion to Cuba. Ail the Cuban porta with 
the exception of Havana, aro now occupied 
by the inaurgenta. In sho.t, itcan be said 
that the whole island ie now under rebel 
control. The trouble must consequently Jase 
foro considerable length of thue, Desyite 
these difficultier, however, América is 
strongly determined to carry on the war 
againat the revolutienists at any cost rntil 
perfect tranquility bas heen restored. It

island will be annexed to Amerion after 
the war is over. 


San Fraxcrsco, September 15. 


Extreme indignation has been aroused 
among the Cubans by the arrival at Havans 
of the Amer‘ean cruiser sout forthe protec 
tion -of the subjects of the United States 
avd by tho landing of a large number of 
Liyojuckets to arise the Cubur Government 
in mrintaiping urder. Mavy Cubans who 
have hitherto supported the Government 
have pow torned against President Palma 
on account of his sceeptance of American 
assixtance, and they are joining the ipsur- 
gents. In view of the gravo danger of the 
vituation, the Aywerican Government bas 
sent several wore warships to the island 
and bas instructed the naval commandor to 
take strong action against the insurgents. 
An the insurgents have cut the railway, 
Havana is antiroly isolated. The whole of 
Cul, with the exeeption of the Capiral, ia 
in the hands of tho inaurgente, and the 
leuders uf the latter have declared their 
intention of a'tacking American property 
owing to the action of the Wovhington 
ovornmant. 


4 Mexican Plot. 


A plot formed hy discontented Moxcians 
for tho expuleion of President Dinx and rho 
establishment of a revolutionary govern: 
ment, with a viow to driviug all Americana 
ont of the the country, has been discovered. 
Thonti-American n.ovementfis attributed 
to tho fact that the railways, mines and 
othor industries aro lnrgely monopolized by 
the energetia nod enterprising Amoticane 
who bave established themselves in Mexico. 
Among tho arrested conspirators are many 
men of repute and standing, and there 
command much sympathy from the nation 
at large. If they are punishod, it ie vory 
likely that a sorious rising wiil take place. 
President Diza ir, however, determined to 
make an oxamploe of them at all riske. 


Exterminating Anarchists. 
: Sax Francisco, September 14. 
The Russian Goveroment has callod upon 
the European Puwors to suppress all 
anarchists found within their own territe- 
rieg, claiming that the views dissetainated 
by the anarchist party ute conducive to 
revolutionary-distarbances, Ali the Powers, 
with the exception of England, aud Switzer- 
Jand, have senta favourable reply tothe k us- 
sian proposal, and it ia expected that within 
the next few mouths stringent lwa will ba 
passed by most of the Kuropean perlisments 
making it criminal for anerchists to bold 
meetpgs, own wewspapors or in any way 
asek to influence peaceful citizens, under 
the pain of expulsion from the country or 
rigorous imprisonment.
